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Motel site dangers 
due to vandalism 


‘MATTER OF TIME BEFORE SOMEONE HAS A BAD ACCIDENT’ SAYS NEIGHBOUR

THE former Seaton Heights Motel site has 
been smashed up so badly that it has become 
“potentially very dangerous”, police say. 

Plans to build an an upmarket hotel, holiday homes, 
a restaurant and spa have ground to a halt, leaving 
the site open for vandals. 

Lyme Bay Leisure, the company behind the devel¬ 
opment, says it is in talks with East Devon District 
Council to make the scheme financially viable. 

But, in the meantime, the site has become a popular 
hangout for groups of youths. 

Police have received complaints, and Neighbour¬ 
hood Beat Manager PC Richard Jenkins said: 
“Seaton Heights has been empty for some time and 
is now in a very poor state. 

“Vandalism has taken place over that time, with 
graffiti and doors and windows smashed to such an 
extent that the site is potentially very dangerous. 

“Police are reminding youths and their parents that 
trespassing on the site may result in serious injury or 
indeed criminal or civil prosecutions.”

van & Camping Site proprietor Tim Salter said: 
“Three to four times over Christmas we noticed kids 
up there. 

“We called the police because they were chucking 
stuff into our field. 

“The sports hall has a main gym and a balcony, I 
used to go there as a kid. 

“It sounded like something big had been pushed 
from the balcony - we heard a big bang over Christ¬ 
mas. 

“It is only a matter time before someone has a bad 
accident.” 

Lyme Bay Leisure announced in early March last 
year that contractors had been hired and that the first 
phase of work was about to start. 

But people in the area say there has been no visible 
activity on the site for a very long time. 

Lyme Bay Leisure chairman David Sullivan con¬ 
firmed no work is taking place on the site and that he 
visited recently after reports of intrusions. 


He did not elaborate on the reason for the setback, 
but said: “We have been having further discussions 
with East Devon District Council, endeavouring to 
make the scheme commercially viable so it can move 
forward.” 

He added that that the company plans to issue more 
information, including a start date, in late February. 

Seaton Town Council was to discuss the concerns 
raised as Putman's View From Seaton & Colyton 
went to press on Monday evening.

New 24-hour phone service 
to help expectant mothers 


A NEW 24-hour maternity 
triage service is set to launch 
at the Royal Devon & Exeter 
Hospital, which will give ex¬ 
pectant mums direct access 
to support from qualified 
midwives if they have con¬ 
cerns about their pregnancy. 

The service which opened 
this week, includes a new 
triage team of experienced 
midwives, a unit within the 
Ante/Postnatal Ward and a 
dedicated 24-hour phone 
number to call for help and 
guidance. 

The service will ensure 
mums-to-be receive consis¬ 
tent and timely advice over 
the phone from a midwife 
who can decide whether they 
need to come in to the unit 
for further assessment. The 
phone number can also be 
used by GPs and community 
midwives to refer patients to 


the RD&E for further exami¬ 
nation. 

In an emergency, patients 
should always dial 999 in the 
first instance. 

The new set up marks a 
change from the current ser¬ 
vice provision, where women 
who require a review are 
seen either on the Fetal and 
Maternal Assessment Unit 
(FMAU) or on the Labour 
Ward. 

It is hoped that the new 
triage service will provide a 
simpler and more efficient 
service to patients and re¬ 
duce unnecessary admis¬ 
sions to the hospital by 
ensuring women are access¬ 
ing the right maternity ser¬ 
vice for their needs. 

Jo Bassett, Senior Midwife 
at the Royal Devon & Exeter 
NHS Foundation Trust said: 
“We are really pleased to be 


able to offer this new service. 
We feel that by offering con¬ 
sistent advice via one tele¬ 
phone line will improve the 
information given and subse¬ 
quent care that women will 
be seen in the right location 
by the most appropriate per¬ 
son and this fits in with the 
trust agenda to ensure seam¬ 
less working across ser¬ 
vices.” 

The new team will be made 
up of midwives who cur¬ 
rently work in FMAU outpa¬ 
tients and the wider 
maternity service. The as¬ 
sessment area will utilise 
available space on the 
Ante/Postnatal ward in the 
Centre for Women’s Health. 

Patients, GPs or commu¬ 
nity midwives wishing to

Schools miss out on £100,000 funding 


EAST Devon MP Sir Hugo Swire has urged 
his own Government to “go back to the draw¬ 
ing board and look again at the national fund¬ 
ing formula” after it was revealed that Devon 
Schools are set to lose out on more than 
£100,000 worth of funding. 

The Department for Education recently 
launched a new funding formula, which will 
see 10,000 schools gaining money and a simi¬ 
lar number losing. 

The DfE are saying the ‘crucial’ reforms will 
tackle the ‘historical postcode lottery’ in 
school funding and that funding every child 
fairly and according to their specific needs 
‘sits at the heart of the government’s pledge to 
build a country that works for everyone, not 
just the privileged few.’ 

The King’s School in Ottery St Mary an¬ 
nounced last week that if the government did¬ 
n’t rethink the funding the cost-saving 
measure would have ‘a lasting and negative 
impact’ on children’s education. 

Schools in Devon have been underfunded 
compared to the national average for decades 
and Sir Hugo Swire secured a Westminster 
Hall debate on education funding in Devon 
last week, where MPs from across the county 
joined together to discuss the matter. 

During the debate Sir Hugo said: “What I am 
saying is that, within the spending envelope 
that the government have set out, we want 
fairness. I believe that all members in this 
chamber this morning, across the party di¬ 
vide, would agree that, for too long Devon, as 
a county, has lost out in terms of educational 



funding. We have 
waited and waited and 
waited for the new re¬ 
view of the situation, 
in the expectation that 
finally that will be 
recognised and our 
children, our teachers 
and the other staff in 
education will receive 
a fair and properly 
funded settlement. 

“On the face of it, I 
have to say to the 
Minister that that 
does not appear to be 
the position we are in. 
south-west MPs come together perhaps more 
regularly than we have in the past, that it was 
the south west that delivered a majority for 
this government in 2015. It is the south west 
that often considers itself to be an overlooked 
part of the country in terms of spend and in¬ 
frastructure. It is the south west and south 
west MPs who, together, will not put up with 
being overlooked any more. We have come to¬ 
gether this morning [January 19th] to say, 
“Let’s look again at the review, let’s get it 
right and let’s get a fair deal for Devon.”

Rise in Devon crime due to 
more victims coming forward 


RECORDED crime in the Devon 
and Cornwall Police area rose by 
almost six per cent in 2016 com¬ 
pared to 2015. 

There were 81,949 recorded crimes 
for 2016 compared to 77,465 in 2015, 


a rise of 4,484 crimes or 5.8 per cent. 

Deputy Chief Constable Paul 
Netherton said: “We have one of 
the highest levels of public confi¬ 
dence of any force across the coun¬ 
try, and this means that people feel 


supported and confident that we 
will take their crime seriously. 

“The upshot of this confidence 
from our public, is that we will see 
a rise in the reporting of certain 
crime types. 

“We have worked hard as a force 
to improve our response in a num¬ 
ber of key crime areas such as 
rape, sexual offences, modern slav¬ 
ery and domestic violence. 

“In recent years we have seen a 
huge rise in both current and his¬ 
toric reporting in these areas, and 
I am encouraged that victims are 
finding the courage to come for¬ 
ward and reach out to us knowing 
that that they will be supported. 

“No victim should suffer in si¬ 
lence, and Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice will continue to work hard to 
support these people and to give a 
voice to each and every one of 
them, regardless if this sees a rise 
in our crime figures.” 

The Deputy Chief Constable also 
explained that new legislation had 
played a part in the increase of re¬ 
ported crime. 

He said: “There has also been a 
number of new laws introduced 
which will see a rise in crime fig¬ 
ures for all forces across the coun¬ 
try, not just in Devon and 
Cornwall. 

“An example of this is the intro¬ 
duction of the Malicious Communi¬ 
cations Act, which is responsible 
for just under half of the increase 
in total recorded crime in 2016 in 
Devon and Cornwall.” 

“Examples of new crimes that fall

within this act include abusive and 
threatening messages sent via so¬ 
cial media, phone calls that the vic¬ 
tim perceives as threatening in 
their nature, and even an abusive 
note left on the windshield of a car 
for parking in-front of someone’s 
house.” 

He concluded by praising his 
workforce by saying: “I am confi¬ 
dent that not only are my staff and 
officers working hard to protect 
and serve the public of Devon and 
Cornwall, but that this part of the 
UK continues to remain a safe 
place to live, work, and visit, and 
that the likelihood of becoming a 
victim of crime is still very low.”

Driver dies in 
crash near 
Branscombe 

ONE man died and another was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital after a two-car collision on the A3052 at 
Branscombe last Friday evening. 

Emergency services were called at about 6.15pm 
on January 20 th . 

The collision took place near the Three Horse¬ 
shoes junction, and a police spokesperson said: 
“A 77-year-old man driving a blue Honda Jazz 
died after being in collision with a red Renault. 

“The driver of the Clio, a man in his 50s from 
Devon, was airlifted to Derriford Hospital in Ply¬ 
mouth with serious chest and leg injuries. 

“The deceased driver was from West Yorkshire. 

“Police collision investigators attended the 
scene and carried out a forensic investigation. 

“The road was closed for approximately three 
and a half hours.”

Better children’s services 
in Somerset after review 

CHANGES have led to tangible improvements by 
Somerset County Council’s (SCC) Children’s 
Services. 

In a letter to SCC leader Councillor John 
Osman, the Minister of State for Vulnerable Chil¬ 
dren and Families, Edward Timpson MP, re¬ 
ferred to an independent review which found 
more manageable caseloads, a more stable work¬ 
force and better partnership working. 

Mr Timpson wrote: “These changes have led to 
tangible improvements in social work practice, 
resulting in children and families receiving a 
considerably better service.” 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, SCC Cabinet 
member for Children and Families, was very 
pleased and said: “This feedback is very wel¬ 
come. We are anything but complacent and there 
is a still a long way to go and much work to do. 

“But this confirms that we are moving forward 
as result of the hard work of our staff and part¬ 
ners. 

Councillor Osman added: “Safeguarding vul¬ 
nerable children is everyone’s responsibility and 
it’s pleasing to see that the minister’s letter in¬ 
cludes reference to better partnership working.” 

In March 2015 the council’s Children’s Services 
were judged by Ofsted to be inadequate for the 
second consecutive time. A team from Essex 
County Council has been working with Somerset 
County Council since then to support its work.

Amie has first book published 
after six years in the making

AXMINSTER resident Amie Spurgeon only 
needed three weeks and two attempts to find a 
publisher for her debut novel, ‘Strange Emotions’. 

Ms Spurgeon, who is the owner of hairdressers 
Luxy Locks in Seaton, gave the synopsis by say¬ 
ing: “The book is about a strong character named 
Chloe. All is not what it seems and the more Chloe 
discovers, the more it is uncovered. 

“When meeting others like herself, it begins to 
become clearer that being her true self is danger¬ 
ous with enemies close by, and soon too close to 
home. Chloe is then faced with a difficult choice 
between love and loyalty.” 

Amie started writing the book just over six years 
ago when living on her own in a studio flat in Did- 
cot, Oxfordshire. 

She explained: “I was alone most nights and 
couldn’t afford a social life. I was inspired by my 
own feelings, how they affect us and our charac¬ 
ter. 

“With all the time alone after work at home, cre¬ 
ating a character like Chloe helped me and my 
anxiety. A relative of mine used to read sections of 
the story as I was writing to help encourage me to 
keep going.” 

Ms Spurgeon struggled through school with 


dyslexia and was terrified of reading out loud in 
class. 

However, this did not affect her love of reading 
and writing, and eventually she built up the confi¬ 
dence to put pen to paper and write her first novel. 

She said: “I thought that having a learning diffi¬ 
culty, it would be impossible to write a book. 

“I was always interested in writing, but never re¬ 
ally had the time or confidence.” 

Ms Spurgeon, a former student of the Woodroffe 
School in Lyme Regis, added: “I only started read¬ 
ing in my late teens and tend to read romance nov¬ 
els. Nicholas Sparks is my favourite.” 

After school, Amie moved around a lot and also 
opened her own business when writing, hence the 
six years to finish the book. 

But once she was finished, she only needed three 
weeks to find a publisher. 

Ms Spurgeon is now working on a follow-up 
book, and said: “I hope to inspire people with 
learning difficulties to write and read.” 

‘Strange Emotions’, published by Austin 
Macauley, is available from Amazon and book¬ 
shops.

NIGEL Groves triumphed in the fifth Beer An¬ 
nual Bake-Off, held just before New Year at The 
Dolphin Hotel. 

There were “oohs” and “aahs" in the crowded 
bar as the bakers, one by one, put forward their 
imaginative offerings. 

The cakes must be at least two tiers tall, have 
a Beer theme and have a seagull somewhere on 
it.

Cakes ranged from one called ‘Peco Drama', a 
train with a splatted seagull, to the Beer Fish 
Shop complete with a seagull eating chips on 
the roof, the Beer scout campsite and Mariners

Hall complete with Christmas lights. 

The judge, again with the very hard job of tast¬ 
ing all the cakes and judging their appearance, 
was Michael West. 

Last year's winner Jane West (no relation to 
Michael) presented Mr Groves with his prize for 
his Mariners Hall theme cake. 
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TEN years have passed since Branscombe and the 
stricken MSC Napoli attracted worldwide atten¬ 
tion. 

The drama began on January 18th, 2007, when 
the 62,000 tonne container ship, en route from 
Antwerp to Durban, ran into a violent storm off 
Britanny and suffered catastrophic damage to its 
hull. 

All 26 crew members were airlifted to safety, but 
northerly winds made it impossible for the vessel 
to shelter along the French coast. 

She was towed to sheltered waters off 
Branscombe, arriving in the morning of January 
20th. 

The decision to deliberately beach the stricken 
ship off East Devon was taken by the Secretary of 
State’s Representative for Maritime Salvage and 
Intervention (SOSREP). 



An inquiry later concluded it was the correct de¬ 
cision as it almost certainly averted a “pollution 
catastrophe” in the Channel. 

Branscombe became the place to go to for sight¬ 
seers and people with other intentions. 

Containers lost from the deck washed ashore and 
attracted hoards of people from all over the UK in¬ 
tent on scavenging cargo. 

Boxes of shampoo, wine barrels and even BMW 
motorcycles, still in 
their packing crates, 
were taken off the 
beach by an army of 
modern day ‘wreckers’. 

The disruption and 
disturbance to 

Branscombe was made 
worse by narrow coun¬ 
try lanes that soon be¬ 
came clogged with 
vehicles. 

Media interest 

reached fever pitch and 
journalists’ interest 
switched from potential 
pollution by oil to the 
ransacking of cargo. 


The chairman of the multi-agency Environment 
Group, Julian Wardlaw from the Environment 
Agency, did 11 media interviews in two hours, in¬ 
cluding two in French. 

By the summer of 2007 it was decided to try to 
refloat the Napoli. 

Although it was successfully refloated, the vessel 
was too badly damaged to be towed so it was dis¬ 
mantled instead, using explosives to separate the 
bow section from the stern. 

The bow section was towed to Harland and Wolff 
Shipyard in Belfast for final dismantling while the 
stern was left at Branscombe to be dismantled in 
situ. 

The wreck was battered by winter storms in 
2008, but was eventually cut up and taken by barge 
to Rotterdam. 

Devon County Council helped fund a special re¬ 
port that formed the basis for action and lobbying 
to ensure local authorities were better placed to 
deal with any future shipping incidents. 

Current Devon County Council leader John Hart 
said: “On the 10th anniversary, it is also a time to 
remember the many local volunteers who, along¬ 
side the local councils and agencies, worked hard 
to return this iconic stretch of coastline back to its 
former beauty for the enjoyment of everyone.” 


Fight the flu 

HEALTH experts in Devon are urging people 
to stock up their medicine cabinets and get 
advice from their local pharmacist to protect 
themselves as the flu season gets underway. 

Free flu vaccinations are offered to vulnera¬ 
ble groups including the elderly, those with 
conditions such as heart or respiratory prob¬ 
lems, pregnant women, carers and children 
aged two, three, four and in school years 1, 2 
and 3. 

Anyone who is eligible who hasn’t had their 
vaccination is urged to get it - contact your 
GP to find out more. 

A spokesperson for NEW Devon CCG said: 
“Flu occurs every year, usually in winter. It’s 
highly infectious, with symptoms that come 
on very quickly. The most common ones are: 
fever, chills, headache, aches and pains in the 
joints and muscles, and extreme tiredness. 
You can help prevent the spread of the virus 
by covering your mouth and nose when you 
cough or sneeze, and wash your hands with 
soap frequently to reduce the risk of picking 
up the virus. At the first sign of illness, act 
quickly and ask your local pharmacist for ad¬ 
vice.” 

Rory Thompson, pharmacist at Lloyds Phar¬ 
macy said: “You don’t need an appointment to 
ask a pharmacist for advice and many have 
private consulting rooms, designed to make it 
easier for people to speak to us. 

“We are trained to give advice and treatment 
for flu as well as a wide range of minor ail¬ 
ments and illnesses such as coughs and colds, 
fever, sore throat, blocked nose, teething pain, 
earache and more. 

“Using your pharmacy frees up GP time and 
leaves hospital A&E departments to deal with 
life-threatening emergencies.”

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Rachel, 80, takes to the skies

A RETIRED doctor from Hawkchurch, near Axmin- 
ster, marked her 80th birthday by skydiving in aid of 
Devon Air Ambulance Trust. 

Dr Rachel Mackenzie admitted to being “scared 
stiff’ at first, but quickly changed her mind. 

She turned 80 on January 3rd and decided to do 
“something fun” for her birthday. 

Her skydive couldn’t take place on her birthday, so 
she jumped instead on January 14th at Dunkeswell, 
witnessed by a large group of Hawkchurch residents. 

Skydives are weather-sensitive, and speaking to 
Pulman’s Weekly News only a few days before, she 
said: “My only worry is that it might not happen, but 
I’m not frightened about the jump.” 

However, the weather saw perfect jumping condi¬ 
tions, and the skydive went ahead as planned. 

Dr Mackenzie summed up by saying that the view 
was stunning, and added: “I did it and it was most ex¬ 
citing, but I was scared stiff at the beginning when I 
got in the plane and we got higher and higher.” 

Dr Mackenzie is very grateful to villagers for help¬ 
ing to promote her fundraising. 

Friends, family, The Old Inn in Hawkchurch and 
The Bottle Inn in Marsh wood have supported Dr 
Mackenzie’s jump and a total of more than £1,000 had 
been raised two days after the skydive. 

And her choice of charity was easy given her back¬ 
ground. 

“Being a doctor I am interested in saving lives,” she 
said.

The couple then relocated to Hartland, Devon, for 
seven years before travelling through jungles, swamps 
and deserts doctoring wherever they were needed.

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Colyton web designer publishes 
third book to help beginners 


COLYTON website designer Adrian W. West has pro¬ 
duced his third book on web design. 

Adrian, a professional freelance web designer for 17 
years, had his first book on intermediate level web de¬ 
sign published in May 2012. His second book, a man¬ 
ual for producing database driven websites, was 
published in 2014 and his third covers website design 
for absolute beginners. 

All three books are published by Apress in the USA, 
a subsidiary of Springer, the biggest publisher of sci¬ 
ence and technical books in the world. 

The new book, Practical Web Design for Absolute 
Beginners, “provides a superior alternative” to the in¬ 
creasing use of Content Management Systems (CMS) 
such as WordPress, Joomla, Drupal, Moonfruit, Go 
Daddy, etc. 

Mr West said: “These children’s colouring-book- 
style programs resulted in millions of dreadful web¬ 
sites produced by amateurs who have no training in 
design, web-user psychology and search engine opti¬ 
misation. The aim of this book is to teach the readers 
those essential skills in addition to teaching them how 
to use HTML and CSS code. 

Adrian says producers promote their CMS programs 
by implying that HTML and CSS are difficult to learn, 
but his new book demonstrates that coding is not dif¬ 
ficult and it teaches absolute beginners how to produce 
unique, fast-loading, top-quality websites. 

“Understanding HTML and CSS is essential if you 
wish to take full control of a website’s design and 
maintenance,” he added. 

The book uses short, easily assimilated steps and 
avoids a tedious theoretical approach by introducing 
small amounts of new code in each chapter. Using full 
colour illustrations, beginners are shown how to pro¬ 
duce practical web pages right from the start. 

The book provides a wide range of attractive tem¬ 
plates for web pages and websites and the reader has 
a short practical project to complete in almost all the 
chapters. Readers are guided to produce the templates 
themselves, and as a result, they will have an intimate 
knowledge of the template's code giving them com¬ 



plete control over the quality and content of their sites. 

Adrian resigned as a chartered engineer to become 
the UK director of a correspondence school. He has 
been teaching in one form or another since 1982 and 
introduced computers into his workplace in 1987, 
teaching the staff how to use them. For four years, he 
taught computer skills for undergraduates at a college 
in Cheshire. 

For the last 17 years, Adrian has designed and main¬ 
tained websites for local and national businesses and 
charities. These included local manufacturers, shops, 
B&B accommodation, tourism, estate agents, retire¬ 
ment homes, travel agencies, charities and an Ameri¬ 
can correspondence course college. For a time, he also 
served as a computer technician and teacher to about 
100 people in Colyton.

■ THIS is my second letter on the 
public consultation about bed clo¬ 
sures in Devon. 

I think your base argument is 
founded on a false premise. You 
state that the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple would prefer to be cared for at 
home. Of course, if you ask anyone, 
young or old, if they would prefer to 
be looked after at home or in hospi¬ 
tal if they were unwell, virtually ev¬ 
eryone would answer ‘at home'. If 
you rephrased your question the 
answer might be very different. 

How about this: If you were ill, 
would you prefer to have 24-hour 
care in hospital or have specialist 


care workers coming to your home 
several times each day for 15 min¬ 
utes at a time, and not at all at 
night?' It depends, quite obviously, 
on how ill a person is. 

A nurse can oversee multiple pa¬ 
tients in a hospital ward; if they are 
having to go home to home it is one- 
at-a-time with travelling in-between. 

Another question which I am sure 
you are asking: ‘If you were ill and 
had to be in hospital, would you pre¬ 
fer to be in one in your home town, 
or one miles away from where you 
live?'

■ THE NEW Devon CCG consulta¬ 
tion has been designed to ask the public 
their views on which community hos¬ 
pital beds should remain and conse¬ 
quently which should close in East 
Devon. 

The need to reduce the number of 
community hospital beds is driven by 
the need to save money. 

In the consultation document there is 
no explanation as to why Devon is so 
heavily overspent and therefore needs 
to save so much money. 

Indeed, they are one of the three most 
overspent CCGs in the country. 

Without knowing the reason why you 
are in a poor financial situation it is dif¬ 
ficult to expect the public to advise on 
where or even if cuts should be made. 

The public and indeed the patients are 
being treated like fools by the CCG, es¬ 
pecially as the CCG are unable to give 
clear evidence of how their new care 
plan of treating more patients in their 
homes is going to provide as good med¬ 
ical care as they have been used to. 

If there is an area where this new care 
plan is so successful we need to hear 
about it. If more integration between 
various services is going to be a corner¬ 
stone of better, more efficient practice, 
again let us see examples of where this 
has been successful. 

Talking about better integration of 
services is not enough. 

We need to see examples where it is 
happening successfully. Why does the 
Devon CCG treat its public so poorly? 
Neighbouring CCGs like Somerset and 
Dorset are not closing community beds 


but they are talking about precisely how 
the New Model of Care (treating more 
patients in their homes) is going to hap¬ 
pen. We do not get that level of detail. 

Our CCG will have to work very hard 
to persuade us that they have indeed 
been consulting with the public and not 
just telling us why they are going to im¬ 
plement their preferred plan.
